THE CHINESE CLERK. 

The essentin! point of difference between the 
life of the Chinese. mereanvile clerk and’ that af 
his Europesn confrdre is that he lives on the 
business premises. Hé usuatly‘his leave ‘4o 
return home to visit’ his wife and family about 
three tihes a month, on which occasions he 
stops'away.n day and night. ‘The ‘rest of his 


on business afftirs, or to attend marridges, 
funerals or other functions, spent entirely in the 
“géneral" office with his fellow-clerks,. It {s 
here that he sleeps, performs his scanty ablutioris, 
has his head: shaved, cats, lounges, smokes, 
receives his friends, reads his paper or novel, and 
finally works. When the dooris closed forthenight, 
abou’ tr o'clock, the servants ‘ofthe establish- 
ment bring in and set'un each man's wooden 
trestle-bed, and unroll his bed coverings, whic 
are again tolled up and stowed away in the 
morning. His evening toilette is quickly made, 
‘as it merely consists in stripping, placing the 
garments on the ton of the coverlet (of course we 
.are speaking of winter), and slipping into bed, 
whence, a‘ter arranging his tail so” that it 
sha'l fail aver the pillow, he scon drops ¢ ff ‘to 
sleep, and cusually, after, a minute ar (wo, 
proves his unconsciousness by loud and con- 
tinued: snoring, ‘Tn winter this, class of Chinese 
are not very carly risers, the clerks slipping into 
their clothes ahout 7,30, 0r 8 o'clack. Their 
mercing toilet'e is net much mere extens ve 
than the evening, Taking it in turns they coil 
their tails round their heads, halfopen the necks 
of their upper-garments, or sometimes s'rip to 
the waist, and with a goat deal of puffing, 
splu tering, and ertc‘ation, wash their faces, 
necks, ard handsin the little bright conper basin. 
full of hot water which the servants or. the 
apprentice has brought in, Further and 
perfect'y sufficient hot-baths may be had 
at. the public -bathshouses -for 7 cish and 
upwards, according to the class; but such 
extraluxury is-porely a’ matter ‘af, individual 
taste. Some Chinese declare that it would 
hurt their health to take such baths, and reriain 
forever unwashed, while, others, including even 
coolies, make a voint of tnking regular baths, 
and are wonderfully clean and sweet by einaparls 
son. One .buber u-unlly serves the whole 
establishment, and periddically there is a grand 
shead-shaving and brushing-out of tails. The- 
clerk, ns indeed almost all other Chinamen, wears 
n good deal of false hair, which is most 
artistically plaited in with the rest, by the 
deft-fingered barber,” En passant we .may 
remark thatthe Intter, like his foreign brethren, 
owes a good denl uf his importance to his enter- 
taining. pawers, gossip: and scandal-mosgering 
being his forte ai ty : 

On the completion of his trilette the clerk sets 
about’ the serious occupations of the day, amongst 
the foremost of which stand smoking, tea- 
drinking, and lounging. He takes no regular 
brenk‘ast, but sometimes purchases a savoury 
Srtandise trom passing vendors,—each of whom 
has his own peculiar cry,—which he eats with 
histea, The clerks, in the North at least, do 
hot‘ smoke opium;’ they cannot afford it, 
and besides, the discipline of a house of 
business, which though not very apparent, 
has’ still its definite laws, would not permit 
ft. In the same way card-p'aying, drinking, or 
any other breach of resnectabillty would damage 


sack.” His smoking, therefore, ls confined to 
mild native tobacco, out of the long-stemmed 
small-bowled pipes, which he smokes throughout 
the day, : : 
. Meanwhile clients have begun to drop in, and 
passbroks have to he written up, accounts made 
out with the help of the reckoning-board, and 
entries made, while the client sits chatting, smok- 
ing, and drinking ten’ with the rest of the staff, 
who are all lounging about. The clerkhas gene. 
rally purely routine work; all important busi. 
ness being transacted in the manager’s room,. 
About tr or 12 o'clock a large round table is 
brought inand laid with, usunily, an exceedingly 
dirty cloth, hearing:the marks of the variety of 
viands stopped over it during past months, The 
‘plates and chop-sticks are arranged round the 
table, stools are brought up, and two of the office 
arm-chatrs are set at the head-~if a round table 
can have a head—for the managers or honoured 
guests. The latter are constant, clients frequently 
stopping to pot-luck during the transsction of 
their business, Every one then takes his place 
in ‘order of precedence ; the apprentice—who 
is not supposed to show as much inclination for 
feeding as for work—~at the bottom of the table, 
If guests are present “ samshu " {s ‘poured out 
during the first part of the meal, #.¢., until the 
arrival of the: tice, when’ the cups are cleared: 
away. The frre,’ consisting ‘of, usually; ‘fous 
dishes, is ‘well-cooked, well flavoured, varied, 
and nourishing. .Nothing is’ bought out of 
season, the clerk unconsciously following the 
precepts of Rousseru—crabs, shrimps, fish, wild- 
duck, muttor, and, vegetables are in turn eaten 
when most plentiful and cheapest, and therefore 
in scason and at their best, ‘Pork, duck, 
shark's-fins, swallow’s-nests, and such luxuries, 
Reneraily supposed to be the staple :food 
ofthe Chincése,-are never eaten In the no:th, 
except. ‘on high-days and holidays, during 
the new year, and at restaurants, on account of 
their cont. Rice of course is the chief item in 
the every-day meal and is-eaten, like bread in o 
French restaurant, d discré/tion, The juniors rise 
first from the table, starting with the apprentice, 
leaving the managers to prolohg theit seance. 
Cups of water are standing ready, with which to 
rinse out the mouth, aod ‘a cloth and basin for 
ablutions, Then the Managers retire to thelr 
room and the clerk starts smoking and drinking 
tea preparatory to taking his afternoon nap, 
Darkness comes on, the lamp and candles are 
lit, cccastonal clients continue to drop in, the 
evening meal {s prepared, and so the monotonous 
day wears itself out, to be followed by an exactly 
similar one to-morrow, The work done, as.we 
havo. hinted, fs of the lightest, ‘the hours bein 
rincipally consumedin gossipping, sleeping, an 
joafing, After supper the cook's account is entered
